MURDERED BY A MANIAO, 


Terrible struggle in a Chicago Railway 
Depot With an Insane Passenger. 

CuicaGo, June 1.—The police were notified by 
telegraph yesterday morning that the 3:35 Wabash 
train contained among its passengers an insane 
man named Louise Reaume, who had taken pos- 
session of the chair car and was holding it witha 
revolver against all comers. Preparations were 
made to capture the maniac, and, when the train 
arrived at the Polk Street Depot, Lieut Laughlin 
and Officers Arnstein, O’Brien and 
Tierney, in plain clothes, and ten 
officers in uniform were present to 
make the arrest.“ When the car arrived they sur 
rounded it. As it halted the maniac pointed his re- 
volver from a window at the head of the car and 
fired at Officer Barrett, who fell dying upon the 
depot platform Reaume kepe up firing until 
nearly all his ammunition was gone, and then, 
being fired upon by Lieutenant Laughlin, leit tue 
car and made a dash for the street, discharging his 
weapon right and left as he fled, the fire being re- 
turned from twenty different weapons. Laugalin 
followed him, and caught him after a hot chase, 
an fluing him to the ground. The maniac 
fought like a demon, and struck Laughlin twice ou 
the bead with bis revolver before be was disarmed. 
Finally he was overcome and takeu to a drug store, 
whereit was found that he bad been shot three 
times in the back, fatally. it appearei that 
Reaume left Denver iast Tuesday night on a visit to 
his mother, Mrs. George W. Tnaompson, of Deiroit. 
He informed the train men that he had been driven 
trom Denver on account of a crime of which he 
was innocent and that he was being pursued. 
At his request he was allowed to ride in the 
baggage car, where he drew his revolver and be- 
eet THE MANIACAL DEMONSTRATION 
which culminated in the tragedy. At Kansas City, 
Jacksonville, III., and EI Paso, II., unsuccessf 
attempts were made to arrest and at Engel- 
wood a man. named Spect, who did not know the 
danger he was running, tried to getinto the chair 
car, and was fired at by Reaume, the ball grazing 
his face and cutting off one of his coat buttons. 
Reaume, who was born in Grosse Isle, an island in 
the Detroit River, lived in Denver, whére he leaves 
a wife and ten children.

Ironsides—her estate near Bordentown—was to be 
seized and sold by tbe Sheriff at the suit of Joshua 
J. Turner and others of Trenton, N. J. Mrs. Par- 
nell was not at the stately old mansion on the banks 
of the Delaware, but Mrs. Nould, who for more than 
a year past has kept house for Mrs. Parnell at Iron- 
sides, spoke freely of the published report. 

the Sheriff is powerless to levy on the personal 
property of Mrs. Parnell here,” she said. becaute 
it really does not belong to her at all, having been 
made over to me in a strictly legal manner over a 
year ago, or, to be exact, on the 14th of May, 1884. 
When I heard of the posting of the bill of sale Sat- 
urday I went at once to see the Sheriff, but he was 
not in his office,so I called on a lawyer and he 
wrote a letter to the Sheriff stating the facts of the 
case, and also told me that 

THE SHERIFF COULD DO NOTHING 


under the circumstances, It is a very small matter 
anyhow; the claim only amounts to about $300, d 
is. Ithink, for a bill for some seed and garden supplies 
furnished to Mrs. Parpell's son. I have no doubt 
that the bill will be settied on to-morrow and the 
matter dropped. At any rate the Sheriff will do no 
selling around here.

Panis, June 1, 10 a. u.—Although rain fell during 
the night and there was every indi- 
cation in the early morning of more 
rain to-day, hundreds of thousands of people were 
abroad at daybreak, already crowding the streets 
and boulevards through which the great procession 
will move that accompanies the remains of Victor 
Hugo to his last resting place in the Pantheon. 
Owing to the crowded condition of the hotels, 
thousands were compciled to bivousc in the open 
air all night. The space around the Arc de Tri- 
omphe is already filled with the chief officers of 
the State, the members of the diplomatic corps, 
Senators and Deputies. From all directions come 
deputations with draped banners and dear 
ing flowers and gigantic wreaths, and all 
moving in the direction of the Are 
de Triomphe, the Mecca of France, to-day. Never 
did Paris present such a scene. 

The chestnut trees in the Champs Elysee are in 
full bloom and form a strange cuntrast to the veiled 
lights, draped banners and 

THE VAST SEA OF SPECTATORS, 
all in the habiliments of mourning, that lined either 
side of the immense field, and the brilliant uni- 
forms of the soldiers. Large bodies of cava'ry Oc, 
cupy the streets leading to the Champs Elysee. 
Minute guns are being fired from the Hotel des 
Invalides, and from Fort Valerien, The crowds are 
very orderly and at thishour there is not a sign 
of that trouble so much talked of and written about. 
The societies are taking the places assigned to them 
in the line of procession, ‘Trains laden with 
visitors from the provinces and from abroad are 
constantly arriving. The enormous crowds already 
here are ever increasing. 

THREATENED REVOLUTIONARY DEMONSTRATION. | 

The head of the process.on escorting the body of 
Victor Hugo to the Pantheon has just now reached 
the lodgment of the illustrious dead. The immense 
crowd that fills the Boulevard Michael includes an 
enormous number of people who go to make up the 
disturbing or noisy element of the city’s popula- 
tion. Now that the funeral is practically over, 
these roughs threaten to inaugurate the revolution- 
ary demonstration which has been expected since 
the death of Victor Hugo. 

THE FUNERAL PROORSSION. 

The funeral procession started punctually at 
noon. The threatening clouds of the morning had 
disappeared by this time and the sun shone forth 
brilliantly. Many chariots, heaped up with the 
offerings of the people of France, followed the 
hearse in the procession. Enormous crowds of 
people line the streets that form the route of the 
procession, while other masses of people posses; 
the intersecting street for a great distance on either 
side. The buildings are black with people. as is in- 


+ deed every point from which may be had a view of 


the unparalleled spectacie. 
M. FLOQUET'S ORATION. 

The funeral oration which M. Fioquet delivered 
at the Arc de Triomphe touched the hearts of his 
hearers, and was greatly applauded, The proces- 
sion is moving without ahitch in the prescribed 
programme, The police arrested several bearers 
of red flags, which were unfurled at the starting 
points or headquarters of the several revolutionary 
societies. There has been, iowever, no serious col- 


lision yet. 
AN IMPRESSIVE SPECTACLE. 


The singing of revolutionary and patriotic songs 
by bands of men gathered beyond the reach of the 
voices of the orators interrupted somewhat the 
unity ot the eulogies, but beyond this there was 
nothing to mar the beauty or detract from the im- 
pressiveness of the spectacle. The funeral of Victor 
Hugo, up to this time, 3:40 p. m., has been allowed 
to be conducted with every mark of respect. The 
enormous masses of people in the streets mantain 
an exceptional quiet. 

AN APOTREOSIS. 

Six orations were delivered under the Are de 
Triomphe in the presence of nearly all the illustrious 
men ok and in France. X. Leroyer, 
President of the Senate, said that Victor 
Hugo constantly pursued the higher ideal of justice 
and humanity, and thus exercised an immense iu- 
fluence over the moral feeling of France. 

M. Floquet said that the ceremony to-day 
was not a funeral; it was an 
apotheosis. He hailed Victor Hugo as the 
immortal apostie who bequeathed to humanity 
that gospel which could lead the people to the defi- 
nitive conquest of liberty, equality and fraternity* 

M. ANGIER'S ORATION, 

M. Angier, a member of the academy 
elaborated the fact, made evident 
to-day, “to the sovereign poet France renders sov- 
ereign honors.” 

M. GOBLET'S ADDRESS. 

M. Goblet, president of the Chamber of Deputies, 
declared that Victor Hugo will remain the highest 
personification of the nineteenth century, the his- 
tory of which, in its contradictions, doubts, ideas 
and aspirations was best reflected in his works. 
The character of Victor Hugo was profoundly 
human, and represented the spirit of toleration and 
of peace.

The Journal Officiel of Paris publishes a deold. 
ordering the burial ot Victor Hugo's remains in the 
Pantheon—the Church of Sainte Genevieve—which 

benceforth dedicated to the buriai of great men. 

t will be interesting to recall a few of the vicissi- 
tudes through which this monument has passed 
since its foundation. 

It was begun in 1788, under the direction of the 
architect Sufflot. The edifice was destined in the 
bezinning to replace the old Chureh of Ste. Gene- 
vieve which threatened to fall from decay. In 
1364 Louis XV. laid the first stone of the dome, a 


cold creation to which Suffiot owes his celebr.ty. 
The work dragged, however, owing to repeated o 
stacies and when the Revolution broke out in 1789 
it was still unfinished. 

The edifice, therefore, was not consecrated to 
Catholic worship when the Constituent Assembly 
devoted it to the burial of illustrious dead, placing 
on it the following inscription: “Aux grandes 
hommes la Patrie reconnaissante.” Besides Mira- 
beau and Marat, Voltaire and Rousseau, the honors 
of the pantheon were accorded during the Revolu.

In place of the shining cross, cut by Couston, 
Moitie represented on the froaton, tue figure of la 
Patrie or Country di-tributias her rewards, a 
design that inspired David iu the group of illus- 
trious men who adorn the tympanum.

\ibule. A statue of Fame was to surmount the 
cupola, For that it was nece sary to change the 
summit of the lantern.

The resolution of July reviving the law of 1791. 
restored the Pantheon to the destination intended 
by the Constituent Assembly and replaced on it the 
original dedication. But no great mea were 
buried within it. Toe magnificent fronton 
of David alone recails the memory of that 
restoration, for the bronze tabies whereon 
the names of the cittens killed during the days of 
July, 1880, were engraved have disappeared, Tue 
Government of King Louis Pailipye caused the 
group and bas-reliefs of the revo.ution to be re- 
placed aud added thereto a group shpat 
Ste. Genevieve arresting Attila, by Maindron. 

‘ihe Republic of 1 made no chauge in the 
Pantneon. The celebrated physician M. Foucaux 
arranged in the middie of tue edifice au apparatus 
that visibly demonstrated the movemeut of the 
earth's rotation. In December. 181, a de- 
cree, signed by Fortou!, reaffirmed the royal 
order of 1880, that is, took away the Pans 
theon from the t men and restored it a 
second time to Catnoiic worship. A community 
of cuaplains with a dean was shortly afterward 

pointed for service therein. It is this decree uf 
1801. which was still in vigor, that President Grevy 
has abolished to return to the condition of things 
existing un ler Louis Philippe. 

The Pautheon-as it is popular known—is built in 
the form of a Greek cross. and is 869 feet Jong, and 
276 broad. Tne dome is 272 feet bich, and is 
crowned by a lantern. The summit of the lantern 
is 390 feet above the level of tne Seine, and about 
470 feet above the level of the sea.

REMOVED A RAIL. 


The Wrecking of a Freight Train on the 
Wabash Road.

The power which oppresses 
is in the owner (non-resident upon the biock) 
of eleven tenements. Against that intolerant 
power this ordinance may be a refuge. 

It is printed, also, that the precedent of the or- 
dinance 1s Objectionable, to Wbich I answer, first, 
that city blocks have heretofore been seve and 
so it is no precedent. Again, as a precedent, it is 
impossibie, for no similar case can arise in the city. 
But, otherwise, the suggestion is without force and 
timid. Precedent is not law— no judicial 
sanction—imposes no obligation. It is simply a 
light from behind to brighten the pathway of duty 
and wisdom ahead; and is equally useful, whether 
by its light it warns us of evil or assuree and en- 
courages us of good.

LOVE IN LEAVENWORTH. 


4 Murder and a Suicide Following Miss 
Wood's Dismissal of Her Lover. 

LEAVenworTH, Kan., May 81.—The murder and 
suicide on Saturday evening still furnish the chief 
topic of interest here. At 6 clock Saturday, Frank 
Jobson was walking down Shawnee street with Miss 
Daisy Wood and Miss Nellie Moonlight, two public 
school teachers, and the party had just reached 
the corner of Fifth street when they were met by 
Robert Broaddus, the superintendent of Scott's 
stock farm.
